mates that it is necessary at present to herd 
friendly indians with a view toa fierce war 
agaimst hosii es, which inc udes all who aren t 
under coutrol of agents. Stores for the Indians 
have been sent to the Missouri river, and the 
ludians have the aiternative of going to their 
stores or goiug without them The Indians 
seem apprehenrive that if they leave their 
homes for the Missouri river, they will not be 
allowed to goback. The indicatious are put 
favorable to ap early termination of the lodian 
troubles. 

The further conference with the Indian deie- 
gations» which was to have beeu heid this 
morning at the é¢xecutive mansion has been 
postponed till Monday. The Indians have n +t 
yet agreed on their response to the presidept.aud 
will hold anoth« reouncil on the ubjeci: They 
CabLot yet reconcile themselves to reinoval irom 
tueir present locations, and are mach de 
pressed by the policy of the government as yes- 
terday exprersed by the president.
